For the first time since 2008, 
California’s presidential primary is once 
again being held on Super Tuesday — 
March 3 this year — when 14 states and 
American Samoa will weigh in on who 
should appear on the presidential ticket 
in November. California historically held 
its primary on Super Tuesday, but it’s 
moved around over the years to balance 
concerns over campaign costs vs. Califor- 
nia’s influence on the process. 

In the presidential race, the Dem- 
ocratic field has narrowed to some 
six-or-so viable candidates, depending 
on how you count. And at the local 
level, voters will have the opportunity 
to weigh in on several legislative races 
plus some controversial ballot mea- 
sures. 


So you want to vote in the Demo- 
cratic Presidential Primary 
California has a “half-open” primary, 
which means if you're a registered 
Democrat, or stated No Party Prefer- 
ence when you registered, you can vote 
for a Democrat running for president. 
But if you registered as a Republican

(or any other political party), no dice. 
(If you're a registered Republican, you 
can vote in the Republican primary — 
but, uh, long odds there for any candi- 
date other than Trump walking away 
with the nomination). 

Fortunately, if you need to update 
your party affiliation to vote in the 
presidential primary of your choice, 
this year you can change your party 
registration on Election Day at your 
polling place right before casting your 
ballot. If the poll workers hand you a 
ballot that doesn’t have the presiden- 
tial primary contest on it that you're 
interested in, just let them know you'd 
like to make a change. 

Also new this year, if you aren't yet 
registered to vote, you can just show 
up to your polling place, register 
right there, and immediately cast 
a ballot. (Same-day registration was 
only available at City Hall in previous 
elections.) If you're not sure where 
your voting place is, you can find it at 
the San Francisco Department of Elec- 
tions website. 

By the time you read this it will be 
too late to sign up for a vote-by-mail 


ballot, but not too late to turn yours 
in. If you have one, fill it out and drop 
it in the mail posthaste! You can also 
deliver it to any polling site on Election 
Day. 


Local candidate races 

In Congress, Nancy Pelosi is running 
for her 18th term in the 12th District, 
which encompasses the majority of the 
city. She faces two challengers, pro- 
gressive Democrat Shahid Buttar and 
Republican John Dennis. Buttar pre- 
viously challenged Pelosi in the 2018 
primary but lost to both Pelosi anda 
Republican challenger, preventing But- 
tar under the rules of California’s Top 
Two primary system from advancing 
to the general election. Buttar got in 
the race earlier in the election season 
this year. 

Meanwhile, in the 14th District, 
Jackie Speier is running for her sev- 
enth term and has raised nearly half 
a million dollars for her re-election 
campaign. She faces three challengers 
who, together, have raised less than 
$20,000. The district includes the 
southernmost slice of the city and

most of the Peninsula, from San Fran- 
cisco to Redwood City. 

At the state Senate level, incumbent 
Scott Wiener is being challenged 
from the left by Jackie Fielder, who 
just entered the race in November, 
when she had no fixed address and was 
living out of her van while crashing 
with friends. 

Other state legislature races include 
incumbent Assemblyman David Chiu, 
running unopposed, and incumbent 
Assemblyman Phil Ting, running 
against a Republican candidate who 
has raised no money as of press time. 

There are also six candidates run- 
ning for three judgeships in San Fran- 
cisco Superior Court. It’s rare for vot- 
ers to have the chance to weigh in on a 
local judicial race. By and large, judges 
don’t like taking part in the electoral 
process and have a tendency to resign 
in the middle of a term, allowing the 
governor to appoint their replacement. 
And when an incumbent runs for 
re-election, if there is no challenger, 
the contest doesn’t appear on the bal- 
lot. Four public defenders bucked that 
tradition two years ago when challeng- 
ing sitting judges, and this year, two 
judges retired at the end of their term 
rather than in the middle, allowing 
voters to select their replacement. 


Ballot measures 

There’s only a single statewide measure 
on the ballot this primary, Proposi- 
tion 13, a $15 billion bond measure 
to pay for school and college facilities 
(not to be confused with the infamous 
1978 Prop. 13 related to property 
taxes that people are talking about 99 
percent of the time you hear Prop. 13 
referenced). If passed, $9 billion would 
go to K-12 and preschools, $4 billion 
would go to public universities, and $2 
billion to community colleges. Over 35 
years, the bonds are expected to cost 

a total of $25 billion in principal and 
interest. 


There are also five local ballot mea- 
sures: 


Proposition A: City College is re- 
questing $845 million in bonds to pay 
for long-needed facilities upgrades. The 
measure requires a D5 percent majority 
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to pass. 


Proposition B: An earthquake safety 
bond, authorizing the city to borrow 
up to $629 million for seismic up- 
grades on emergency response facil- 
ities, such as fire stations, police sta- 
tions, and the 911 call center. It faces 
no organized opposition. 


Proposition C: The San Francisco 
Housing Authority was absorbed by 
the city of San Francisco last year after 
the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development decreed that the 
agency was so poorly managed that 
the city needed to take a more direct 
role in its governance. Some of the em- 
ployees who worked there prior to the 
city takeover would like their benefits 
to function as if there were not a few 
months blip in terms of who was tech- 
nically employing them. Doing so re- 
quires changing the city charter, hence 
this proposition. It’s estimated to cost 
San Francisco less than $100,000 and 
faces no organized opposition. 


Proposition D: Supervisor Aaron 
Peskin’s proposed storefront vacancy 
tax, to combat (proponents say) greedy 
landlords who are holding on to empty 
commercial locations in hopes of at- 
tracting tenants who will pay inflated 
rents. Storefronts which are vacant for 
at least half a calendar year would be 
charged $250 per foot of street-facing 
real estate. If the storefront is still 
vacant in a second calendar year, the 
fine jumps to $500 per foot, and finally 
$1,000 per foot in a third consecutive 
calendar year. As a new tax, the mea- 
sure requires a two-thirds majority to 
pass. 


Proposition E: For years, San Francis- 
co has been failing to meet state-man- 
dated affordable housing goals, while 
at the same time expanding the 
amount of office space in the city. Prop. 
E would tie the two together: If the 
affordable housing goals are not met 
one year, the number of large office 
projects allowed would be decreased 
by the same percentage the following 
year, tit-for-tat.

If You Rely 

on Delivery, 
You Might Be 
Missing the 
Best Cannabis 
Has to Offer 


On paper, the concept of legal 
cannabis delivered to one’s door is basi- 
cally the dream. 

Compared to the past, it’s never 
been less of a risk to place an order for 
a pack of joints, sit back, and wait for 
the doorbell to ring. While the concept 
of delivering cannabis is novel in its 
own right, quasi-legal and outright 
illicit delivery services have long been 
the norm in places like New York City. 

For those of us in San Francisco, 
however, the promise of delivery asks 
us to trade choice in favor of conve- 
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nience. Yes, if you're married toa 
certain brand or grower to the point 
where your purchases are already au- 
tomatic, go wild on Eaze or one of the 
many dispensary-affiliated delivery 
operations in San Francisco. 

In total, there are 41 currently 
permitted delivery-only cannabis op- 
erators in San Francisco according to a 
report issued by the city’s Office of the 
Controller on Dec. 5. By comparison, 
there were also 37 permitted store- 
front retail dispensaries in operation, 
with that number now at least up to 
38 with the mid-December opening of 
Berner’s on Haight. 

Given the abundance of choice for 
consumers when it comes to getting 
weed brought straight to the sofa, it’s 
understandable that many have found 
a comfortable, if limited, way to pro- 
cure and enjoy their pot. The issue isn’t 
actually the concept of 
delivery but instead a 
pattern that finds peo- 
ple still feel a bit timid 
about actually stepping 
through the doors of 
a licensed dispensary. 
Delivery, for some, 
has become a security 
blanket that is wholly 
unnecessary. 

It’s important to note 
that for some individu- 
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als — especially those with mobility 
issues or anyone who lives in the 80 
percent of California municipalities 
that have banned cannabis retail store- 
fronts — there’s no choice to be made. 
For the rest of us, however, only order- 
ing pot products online is like never 
actually sitting in a restaurant. 

Do restaurants suck? Sometimes, 
sure. However, without actually going 
inside them from time to time, we'd all 
miss out on quirky waiters, daily spe- 
cials, and, most importantly, a feel for 
what the place is all about. 

All of these things apply to canna- 
bis as well. Instead of servers, we have 
budtenders. Even the most seasoned 
consumers among us have benefitted 
from a friendly budtender tip or made 
a new smoke buddy talking shop about 
the latest strain. If that all sounds 
entirely foreign to you, do not fear. 
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The assumption that budtenders are 
only interested in speaking with peo- 
ple who “get it” is entirely false. On the 
contrary, many budtenders actually ex- 
press a great sense of satisfaction and 
personal fulfillment from helping new- 
comers learn what cannabis can do. 
Dispensaries are also a great place 
both to hunt for a deal and to find the 
product that you actually want. One of 
the main issues with delivery services 
is how easily we compromise on what 
we want in favor of what’s easy to get. 
Sure, there are delivery menus with 
a vast array of options. Many of the 
things available at spots like Eaze are 
indeed considered some of the indus- 
try’s top products. Yet if you own a 
PAX Era and only get your PAX pods 
from Eaze, you're missing out on a ton 
of quality oil manufacturers who may 
not be partnered with the 
platform (or, more accu- 
rately, the dispensaries 
it sources its inventory 
from). 

That’s basically de- 
nying yourself a ton of 
potential choice at a time 
when finding the right 
strain or terpene profile 
has never been easier. 

A first-world problem? 
Absolutely, but another 
thing to bear in mind

when it comes to the business behind 
how products are selected by delivery 
outfits: the littlest brands are usually 
the ones left in the dust. 

Just as you won't find any local- 
ly-sourced orange juice at your nearest 
McDonald’s, some of the stuff worthy 
of your attention doesn’t yet have 
the clout or capital to make it with 
the delivery services most likely to, 
say, advertise themselves with giant 
billboards at the onramp to the Bay 
Bridge. 

None of this is an indictment of 
delivery services, but rather a call to 
consumers to remember that their 
dollars hold a lot of power right now. 
Remember: what you buy may quite 
literally decide which brands and 
stores make it to the next chapter of 
this ever-shifting saga. Thus it’s im- 
perative that those of us who consume 
cannabis make the necessary effort to 
learn about the brands we’re buying — 
something your neighborhood dispen- 
sary is only too happy to help you do. 

Spend wisely and take pride in your 
freedoms as a legal stoner!

Far East Cafe

Far East Cafe is unusually quiet 
ona Tuesday afternoon in early Febru- 
ary. 

It’s toward the end of lunch hour 
and only a handful of people are seated 
in its regular restaurant space. The 
empty place — with its dark wooden 
walls, intricate chandeliers, and high 
ceilings framed in crown molding — 
looks hollow. 

“Normally, lunchtime is so busy,” 
Wing Pau, a manager at Far East Cafe, 
says. ‘Right now, even the tour people 
won't come to Chinatown.” 

2020 marks Far East Cafe’s 100th 
anniversary. It’s a monumental occa- 
sion, especially when Chinatown’s ban- 
quet halls are struggling to stay afloat 
in a gentrifying neighborhood. 

But as panic grows within the 
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Chinese American community over 
COVID-19 — colloquially known as 
coronavirus — in China’s Hubei prov- 
ince, the new year is feeling a lot more 
solemn than celebratory. Paranoia has 
led to numerous cancelled reservations 
— and banquet halls like Far East Cafe 
are unsure of what comes next. 

It’s a scene that has been repeat- 
ed several times across Chinatown’s 
restaurants. During a Thursday lunch- 
time, New Asia boasts only a few full 
tables in its large room, where people 
push dim sum carts between empty 
seats. Maybe that’s typical for a week- 
day lunch, but according to New Asia's 
manager Hon So, the room is normally 
packed. 

“Normally our restaurant is full,” So 
says. ‘Business is even worse at night 
now. No one is coming out.” 

In fact, the busiest part of the 
restaurant on this mid-February day 
is the press conference hosted by Dis- 
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trict 3 Supervisor Aaron Peskin, where 
he, Chinatown leaders, government 
employees, and Chinese language 
newspapers have gathered. It’s an 
attempt to quell fears about the coro- 
navirus. 

Later, on Feb. 25, Mayor London 
Breed declared a state of emergency 
for San Francisco. Though there are 
no confirmed cases in the city’s resi- 
dents as of press time on Tuesday, the 
Centers for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention warned on the same day that 
American outbreaks are inevitable. 

“T understand that there is fear in 
many communities, including this 
community,’ Peskin said during his 
press conference. “But Chinatown is 
absolutely 100 percent open for busi- 
ness.” 

Lunar New Year is meant to be one 
of the most lucrative times of the year 
for Chinese restaurants. Big banquet 
halls like Far East Cafe earn much of 
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their yearly revenue from January 
through early February, when family 
associations and other parties host 
large banquets that can include hun- 
dreds of people. 

So when they’re cancelled, that 
means hundreds of lost customers. 

It’s an especially damaging prospect 
for places like Far East Cafe, which 
doesn’t require deposits, even for large 
parties. 

“We have good relationships with 
them — we don’t have a deposit or 
anything,” Pau says. “If they say ‘can- 
cel, it’s cancelled here.” 

That also means Far East Cafe has 
no safety net. Pau estimates that over 
200 reserved tables have been can- 
celled since the Lunar New Year start- 
ed. By his guess, that’s over $100,000 
lost in revenue. 

It’s a problem that Imperial Palace, 
another banquet hall in Chinatown, 
has also been facing. Gibson Yee, who 


helps his mother manage the restau- 
rant, says that most of his Lunar New 
Year business doesn’t come from fami- 
ly association reservations, but smaller 
party bookings made by families or 
groups of friends. 

Yee believes that they’ve lost about 
100 tables in total from coronavirus 
fears, something that'll affect their 
“whole year of operation.” It’s crucial 
for them to make profit during the Lu- 
nar New Year, but it hasn’t happened. 

He says that his mother, who 
manages the place, has suffered from 
several sleepless nights because of the 
stress. Yee compares this situation to 
the SARS outbreak of 2003, believing 
the current panic is worse, something 
Pau agrees with. 

“SARS period was better than this 
year, Pau says. 


What happens next? 

As for next steps, Yee isn’t sure what 
they can do to make sure Imperial Palace 
can survive. 

“We might have to cut down on 
workers. We might have to ask the 
landlord if we could get a rent decrease 
or something,” Yee says. “But that all 
depends on the situation. If it contin- 
ues like this, I don’t think we'll be able 
to manage.” 

Potential layoffs and cut hours are 
reflections of how fragile the situation 
can be for working class communities, 
who are inevitably affected dispro- 
portionately when it comes to these 
wide-reaching crises. 

“Everybody depends on this place 
for their paycheck, for their kids’ 
school fees, tuition, rent, insurance,” 
Yee says. “It all comes down to effect. 
This is not just us alone — this isa 
whole community.” 

So doesn’t plan to cut any hours or 
lay anyone off from New Asia. “They 
have families too,” So says. 

But cut hours have already hap- 
pened at Far East Cafe, well before 
the coronavirus really hit mainstream 
news. Pau says that on Jan. 1, Far East 
Cafe went from opening seven days 
a week to six, closing on Mondays 
because of a pre-existing situation: an 








increasingly gentrifying Chinatown. 
Chinatown banquet halls were 
already in precarious situations, with 
several closures leaving only two large- 
scale halls open (Far East Cafe and 
New Asia). Moreover, the new banquet 
halls that have been rolling in — like 
the highly anticipated Empress by 
Boon — don’t serve the Chinatown 
community, says the Chronicle. 


Chinatown businesses in panic 
Chinatown banquet halls haven’t been 
the only businesses impacted by corona- 
virus worries. AA Bakery, a shop on 
Stockton Street that sells flaky egg tarts, 
cakes with frosted roses, and other des- 
serts, was the center of a WeChat rumor 
that halved business temporarily, accord- 
ing to its manager, Henry Chen. Some- 
one — Chen doesn’t know who — said 
that someone at AA Bakery had the coro- 
navirus. “Wishing peace and good health 
for everyone, and happy new year,’ the 
message ends. 

“It was a terrifying situation,” Chen 
tells SF Weekly. But business bounced 
back after a few days. “It was like there 
was never a rumor at all.” 

Understanding how coronavirus 
paranoia comes about is twofold. 

For people relying on stereotypes of 
Chinese people, it’s easy to categorize 
their fear as xenophobia and racism. 
“They are afraid of Chinese people,” 
Pau says. 

That may be what’s contributing 
to the decrease in tourist foot traffic, 
something that businesses like the 
Golden Gate Fortune Cookie Company 
relies on. 

“We lost 75 percent of our business 
because of the coronavirus since Jan. 
25, the new year,” Kevin Chan, owner 
of the Golden Gate Fortune Cookie 
Company, says. “Normally, in the new 
year, Chinatown is packed with people 
and happiness and firecrackers and 
with noise. But now it’s just dead.” 

Equating San Francisco’s China- 
town to Wuhan is also a symptom of 
xenophobia and racism. “A person’s 
risk for this virus depends on travel 
history, not on race, ethnicity or cul- 
ture,” the Department of Public Health 
wrote to SF Weekly in an emailed state- 
ment. But Kevin Chan feels like there’s 
not much they can do. 

“We cannot control people’s minds. 
To me, they’re totally wrong,” Kevin 
Chan says. “We’re in America. We’re 
not in Wuhan.” 

Kevin Chan believes that the most 
recent rush of decreased business, 
coupled with pre-existing economic 
struggles, will have long-term effects 
for Chinatown businesses. 

“They are closing down. Because of 
the coronavirus, this will expedite the 
businesses closing faster,” Kevin Chan 
says. “They cannot handle it.” 
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Fear within the Chinese diaspora 
Earlier, I mentioned that the coronavirus 
fear was twofold. Part of the fear comes 
from within the Chinese-American com- 
munity. That’s when things get a little bit 
more complicated. 

The majority of Imperial Palace’s 
customers are Chinese, and business 
has decreased by 60 percent, Yee says. 

“Somehow, they just have that fear 
inside them,” Yee says in reference to 
his Chinese customers. 

For bicultural communities, the fear 
can be exacerbated if you have person- 
al ties to mainland China, where the 
virus is at its worst. 

“T believe a lot of people are getting 
information from their relatives in 
China, who are escalating the situa- 
tion,’ Yee says. 

It’s hard to articulate exactly why 
there’s so much paranoia across the 
Chinese diaspora, even if you're thou- 
sands of miles away from the outbreak. 
Much of this is probably due to social 
media — some videos and stories 
about people’s experiences with the 
coronavirus and quarantines have 
made it past the censors on WeChat. 

“That puts the fear in them over 
here,” Yee says, in reference to news of 
quarantines. 

It’s something that I’ve seen over a 
Lunar New Year dinner in California, 
when someone explained to me that 
their high school teacher was one of 
the first to die from COVID-19. They 
discussed sending money back for his 
funeral and then warned me not to go 
outside too much, because that would 
increase my chances of getting the 
coronavirus — despite the fact that we 
both live oceans apart from China, and 
I knew of no one who had been there 


recently. 

When I asked them about it again, 
they cited bits of information they had 
heard online, like people spreading the 
virus asymptomatically (there’s still 
not enough hard proof for this) or test 
kits producing inconclusive results. 

For some, the fear comes from a 
personal place. Imagine that you — 
despite not having set foot on the 
mainland for years — have family or 
friends in China, who are understand- 
ably scared over the crisis. Every day, 
you see videos or news of crowded 
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Unnecessary consequences 
So, how to quell fears? 

“It’s no use for me and you to go 
out and tell people,” Yee says. “They’re 
going to think we're stupid.” 

Yee believes that San Francisco gov- 
ernment officials have to step in and 
come out to the community in person, 
and “tell them our streets are safe, our 
air is safe to breathe.” As the Depart- 
ment of Public Health stated before, 
the risk for COVID-19 isn’t dependent 
on race or ethnicity, but travel history. 

“If they don’t put a stop to this,

hospitals, or people self-quarantined, 
or “citizen journalists” — who have 
tasked themselves with reporting the 
outbreak — disappearing. You have old 
classmates who have fallen ill. Some of 
their parents have too, and they didn’t 
survive. 

So despite being thousands of miles 
away, despite living in the Bay Area 
where the risk for getting the corona- 
virus is virtually nonexistent, the crisis 
still hits home. Because even though 
you are safe, the people you grew up 
with are not. 


or if they don't try to help us out, or 
help the whole community out, I don’t 
know how long this thing is going 

to last in China,” Yee says. “I’m not 
talking about the virus. I’m talking 
about the fear. It’s going to keep 
spreading towards this side of the 
world.” 

Public officials in San Francisco 
seem to agree. 

“Although there are still zero 
confirmed cases in San Francisco res- 
idents, the global picture is changing 
rapidly, and we need to step up pre- 
paredness,” said Mayor Breed when she 
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declared the state of emergency in San 
Francisco this week. 

Other politicians have also tried 
to combat people’s paranoia. Supervi- 
sor Peskin and Speaker of the House 
Nancy Pelosi have made visits to 
Chinatown in support of local busi- 
nesses following the coronavirus scare, 
sitting down for dim sum lunches and 
speaking with Chinatown community 
leaders in attempt to quell fear. Mayor 
Breed was also spotted shopping for 
earrings in Chinatown. 

“T’ve been on the board during 
the SARS epidemic. I have been on 
the board during 9/11,” Peskin said 
during his February press conference. 
“I’ve seen national and international 
catastrophes and how they can impact 
our local economy.” 

Francis Christian Chan, senior proj- 
ect manager for the city’s Office of Eco- 
nomic and Workforce Development, 
also says that the city has pre-existing 
programs to support local impacted 
businesses in various ways: For exam- 
ple, the Legacy Business Program can 
give a business up to $500 per full- 
time employee annually. 

Despite these efforts, Chinatown 
businesses are still struggling, as they 
have been for years prior to the coro- 
navirus’ existence. It also seems that 
other economies are starting to feel 
the impacts — American stocks have 
been dropping, and some fear that 
a global recession is inevitable if the 
COVID-19 outbreak isn’t contained 
soon. Currently, over 79,000 people 
have been infected by the coronavirus, 
with at least 2,625 deaths and 24,944 
recoveries, with the majority of these 
infections happening in China. As of 
Feb. 25, there are no confirmed novel 
cases of COVID-19 in San Francisco. 

Preparing for a potential coronavi- 
rus outbreak in America means prepar- 
ing how you would for the flu — wash- 
ing your hands, staying home if you're 
sick, getting a flu shot. Preparing for 
a potential coronavirus outbreak does 
not mean making inaccurate assump- 
tions about San Francisco’s Chinatown. 

As long as people continue to do 
so, business for this city neighborhood 
will keep plummeting, and fears about 
racism will continue. 

“For Chinese people in America, it 
doesn’t matter if you're first genera- 
tion, second generation, third genera- 
tion,’ Chen says. “You'll still be affect- 
ed if your skin doesn’t change.”

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The First San Francisco Shake Shack 


Is Here

Shake Shack is really, needlessly 


controversial, and its new Cow Hollow 
location — the first in San Francisco — 
is stirring up equally unnecessary de- 
bate. The two types of people I’ve 
encountered fall into these categories: 
You love it, and are willing to stand for 
45 minutes in long, winding lines for a 
chance to try its iconic milkshakes, or 
you hate it, and are prepared to argue 
against Shake Shack’s existence until the 
end, with a bevy of other, self-described 
“superior” burgers in your arsenal. 
Reality is much less exciting. Shake 
Shack is okay — a bit overpriced, but 
there are some truly tasty options. 
Take the ShackMeister Burger, for 
example, a limited edition item that'll

be available through March 16, with 
varying prices across the nation. It’s a 
cheeseburger stuffed with crispy shal- 


lots. It sounds really simple in concept, 


but it’s really satisfyingly savory and 
crunchy. 

But when it comes to the Califor- 
nia-specific menu, The Golden State 
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Double ($10.99) disappoints. It has 
grass-fed beef patties with cheddar 
cheese, pickles and smoked garlic aioli 
— a promising combination if the aioli 
wasn't so haphazardly smeared onto 
one half of the burger. Uneven spread 
aside, it’s a bit hard justifying the burg- 
er for $10.99, when like a lot of Shake

Shack burgers, it’s really small. 

But Shake Shack isn’t just burgers. 
They've gotten a lot of hype for their 
frozen custards ($4.99) too, of which 
they have three special flavors using 
items from other Bay Area business- 
es. The California Cold Rush features 
kouign amann from B. Patisserie, cacao 
nibs from Dandelion Chocolate, and 
salted caramel. The Pie Oh My uses 
seasonal Pie Dreams pie and donates 
five percent of its sales to La Cocina. 
The Great Escape is swirled through 
with sweet, tart strawberry puree and 
chunks of Dough XX salted sugar cook- 
ie dough. Each starts with the same 
thick vanilla custard foundation. 

To me, Shake Shack is by no means 
worth waiting in line for. (“We waited 
here for 45 minutes, and we ate in 10 
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minutes,” I overheard a kid saying to 
his father.) 

At the very least, the Cow Hollow 
location does make it a very pleasant 
place to wait. There’s an open patio 
filled with seating and black, white, 
and green tiling indoors. Another loca- 
tion is slated to open at the Westfield 
Centre mall this year. 

I’m waiting for the day when the 
lines die down and Shake Shack reverts 
to what it should be — a casual place 
to grab a burger and beer — instead of 
the mythicized beast that we've hyped 
it up into.

Meet the San Francisco queen competing on the show's upcoming 12th season. 


Brac M. Sakura

San Francisco is finally back in 
the race. 

In this case, the competition is not 
Bay to Breakers but RuPaul’s Drag Race 
— a televised reality series in which 
drag queens compete for figurative 
glory and a very real $100,000 check. 
Since the show first aired in 2009, it 
has brought new attention to the art of 
drag and made veritable superstars out 
of contestants like Trixie Mattel and 
Bianca Del Rio. 

To the surprise of many, however, 
the appearance of newcomer Rock M. 
Sakura on the show’s 12th season will 
represent only the second time a San 
Francisco queen has been granted a 
shot at the Drag Race crown. Despite 
the rich legacy of drag in San Fran- 
cisco, the only local competitor prior 
to Sakura was the wonderful Honey 
Mahogany, who appeared on the fifth 
season of the series back in 2013. 


Now San Francisco will have anoth- 
er shot thanks to Sakura. Much like 
her namesake (a play on Rock ’Em Sock 
"Em Robots), Sakura is bright and bold. 
Much of that stems from her makeup 
and fashion of choice, which often pays 
homage to anime as well as the musical 
genres of K-Pop and J-Pop. 

Before she'll chat about her own 
career, however, Sakura opens the 
conversation with words of support for 
Mahogany, her spiritual successor. 

“Tve had a lot of positive feedback 
from people in San Francisco,” she says 
of the response since her role on Drag 
Race was announced in January. “But I 
also often get comments like ‘do better 
than Honey.’ Those comments sadden 
me a little bit because Drag Race is 
a reality television show and Honey 
does so much for our community. She 
fights for local LGBTQA+ rights, so for 
anyone to value her based on her Drag 
Race performance is just silly.” 

Speaking with Sakura, her rever- 
ence for Bay Area queens like Mahog- 
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Courtesy of VHI1 
any (who indeed works tirelessly to 
support local civic issues close to her 
heart) as well as WooWoo Monroe and 
Heklina, is palpable. Before Sakura met 
either though, she was first inspired to 
seriously give drag a try after watching 
the sixth season of Drag Race in 2014. 

Before long, she was performing on 
Wednesday nights at a small club in 
Mountain View near the NASA Ames 
Research Center. It was a gig that reg- 
ularly attracted between two and three 
people. 

“It was not a show to really take 
seriously,’ Sakura says, “which is im- 
portant when you're just starting to do 
drag. It’s even more important when 
you re dedicated to an aesthetic that’s 
not mainstream. I was able to do all my 
Japanese songs there and do my aes- 
thetic there and get praised for it, even 
when it was really crunchy.” 

The following year, her drag 
career took its next step forward 
when WooWoo Monroe agreed to 
become Sakura’s drag mother. As a

result, Sakura began performing at 
“WooWoo’s CIRQ-US” — Monroe’s 
monthly show at Renegades in San 
Jose. 

By fostering an atmosphere that 
encouraged experimentation, Sakura 
says Monroe provided her with an in- 
valuable freedom to hone her colorful, 
mesmerizing looks and whip-smart 
stage banter. Far from pigeonholing 
drag into any discernible shape or size, 
Monroe celebrates the unconventional. 
Thus, at any given “CIRQ-US” show, 
one might encounter fire-swallowing 
or a girl going full-on Gallagher by 
smashing watermelons with a mallet. 
One evening, Sakura found herself 
breakdancing in soap. 

Though Sakura’s act relies much 
more on video projections than suds or 
flames (“I like to pay the people I work 
with, and I can never afford to pay 
backup dancers” she quips), she credits 
every weird, wild moment she’s experi- 
enced at Monroe’s shows with building 
her confidence as well as her profile. 

“WooWoo really fosters this good, 
loving drag scene,” Sakura says. “She 
just encourages you to really up your 
performance and to entertain the audi- 
ence in whatever shape that takes.” 

Along Sakura’s path to the Drag 
Race stage, there have also been major 
obstacles. 

One arrived three years into her 
drag career, when Sakura split with her 
partner of a decade. Finding herself 
standing on the street with only a bag 
of clothes in her hand, she decided her 
only option was to leave San Jose for 
San Francisco in hopes of making it as 
a drag queen. 

“It was basically like ‘Landslide’ by 
Fleetwood Mac,” Sakura says. “I had 
built so much in my life around this 
one person, that, the minute it was 
over, I really had nothing. I took every- 
thing I had and decided to move to San 
Francisco.” 

It worked. For the past two years, 
Sakura has lived in a converted nun- 
nery in the Lower Haight with 23 
other artists. She’s also become a 
regular at “The Monster Show,” the 
Castro’s longest running drag show. 
Despite these successes, however, it’s 
“Mother” — the recently-concluded 
drag showcase hosted by caustic local 
legend Heklina — that Sakura believes 
may have ultimately secured her spot

on Drag Race. 

Though “Mother” came to an end 
earlier this month (Heklina is also in 
the process of selling her stake in the 
show’s host club, Oasis), Sakura speaks 
glowingly of the opportunities she’s 
had to perform at the seminal drag 
showcase that ran for five years. 

“The ‘Mother’ stage is one of the 
best stages for drag that we have in 
California — at least in the city, for 
sure, Sakura says. “I’m a visual artist. 
I do illustration and animation. I also 
do video editing, and ‘Mother’ lets you 
do projection work. The thing that got 
me on to Drag Race for sure was the 
amount of times I’ve been booked for 
‘Mother’ and worked with Heklina and 
so many other San Francisco staples in 
that world.” 

The admiration is apparently mu- 
tual. 

“Rock is one of the sweetest queens 
around,” says Sue Casa, who will wel- 
come Sakura to headline “Poptart” 

— the new successor to “Mother” at 
Oasis, co-hosted by Casa and D’Arcy 
Drollinger — on Saturday, Feb. 29 at 
10 p.m. “She’s a creative idiot, which is 
one of the highest compliments I can 
give. I’m very excited to see her as one 
of the many weirdos that could repre- 
sent S.F.” 

Having fully paid her dues to the 
queens that have helped her along the 
way, Sakura is now poised to take on 
the task of bringing home a Drag Race 
crown to the city of San Francisco. 
She’s also excited by the prospect of in- 
troducing fans to a queen who doesn’t 
just dabble in anime or K-Pop but truly 
lives it. 

“I breathe J-Pop, anime, and K-Pop 
every day,’ Sakura says. “It’s like in- 
grained in my blood.” 

Now, only RuPaul (and an impres- 
sive list of guest judges) will decide if 
her combination of tenacity, taste, and 
experience working alongside Bay Area 
drag royalty is worthy of the crown.

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body weight in popcorn in the last 
year — but I will tell you this: The 
popcorn itself tastes good and fresh, 
they butter it for you, and it comes 
in a paper bag (which feels more 
authentic). Per the theater general 
manager, their popcorn is sourced 
from a farm in Sutter County, and 
has been for the past 15 years. De- 
lightful! 

Other San Francisco theaters have 
extremely solid popcorn, including 
Balboa Theatre, Embarcadero Center 
Cinema, and Alamo Drafthouse. I 
personally find the Alamo popcorn, 
which starts at $8, to be a bit ex- 
pensive. It comes in a large bowl 
with free refills, but I usually can’t 
finish a medium popcorn at The 
Castro Theatre ($5.75), so the extra 
value is lost on me. For nine whole 
real American dollars, you can get 
churro popcorn or truffle parmesan 
popcorn at the Alamo instead. I pre- 
fer boring-ass popcorn myself, but 
perhaps you are a more adventurous 
popcorn soul than I! 

Generally, the smaller the the- 
ater, the better the popcorn. The 
worst movie theater popcorn in San 


Francisco is at the big chain theaters 
— AMC in particular, which makes 
you butter your own popcorn. This 
is heresy. Proper movie theater pop- 
corn is buttered at the halfway point 
and again at the top. Buttering it 
once leads to an uneven distribution 
and a particularly dry bottom half of 
popcorn. 

Iam also willing to wager that 
most moviegoers are like me: In- 
experienced at buttering their own 
popcorn, especially with the awk- 
ward “butter” dispensers at AMC 
that often don’t work or run out 
of butter or work too well and give 
you a disgustingly buttered section 
of popcorn to work around. It’s a 
cliche that the person behind the 
counter at the movie theater is a 
pimply-faced teen working a summer 
job, but that teen butters more pop- 
corn in a day than you have in your 
whole life (unless you were said teen 
at one point, I suppose). 

Century Theater popcorn isn’t 
good, but at least you aren’t made 
to suffer the indignity of adding 
that delicious fat to your own snack. 
Part of what you're paying for is the 
plausible deniability of a third party

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Richard Marx’s Wife Helped Him 
Uniearn the Rules of Songwriting

Richard Marx doesn’t wait for 
Valentine’s Day to stoke the fires of ro- 
mance. 

The “Right Here Waiting” singer 
says every day is a lover’s holiday for 
him and his wife of four years, Daisy 
Fuentes. 

“As cliche as this sounds, it’s really 
true,” says Marx, who released his 
12th studio album, Limitless, on Feb. 
7 and brings his intimate new show 
“An Acoustic Evening of Love Songs” 
to Great American Music Hall on 
Sunday. “Because of the nature of our 
relationship, we have a whole bunch 
of Valentine’s Days all year. We live in 
a really romantic way and don’t need a 
day to mark it.” 

To say that the pop-rock legend is 
enamored with Fuentes — the Cu- 
ban-American model and television 
host, best known as the first Latina 
spokesperson for Revlon and VJ for 
MTV — is an understatement. She 
has become his muse and even occa- 
sionally contributes to his material.

Fuentes inspired the seductive 
tone of Marx’s 2014 Beautiful Goodbye 
album, which was penned when the 
couple was deep in their honeymoon 
stage, and the pulsating title track was 
made even more provocative with her 
input. 

At one point, Marx bounced some 
lyric ideas for a song he was writing off 
his then-girlfriend. She pushed back 
on his ideas, suggesting that instead 
of a more conventional song, he write 
a song about breakup sex. Finding 
the concept cool, Marx began writing 
with Fuentes. He told her not to worry 
about lyrics and rhyming and to just 
say simple phrases that they’d polish 
up later. 

Marx says he found the experience 
of co-writing the track with her espe- 
cially liberating because she wasn't a 
professional songwriter, weighed down 
by all the unspoken rules. That freed 
the couple up to bang out the tune in 
a purer, more honest, stream-of-con- 
sciousness manner that felt novel and 
exciting to Marx. 

The singer-songwriter, who had 
historically written the majority of

his material on his own or occasion- 
ally with professionals (like Luther 
Vandross on 2004’s Grammy-winning 
song “Dance with My Father”) enjoyed 
writing with Fuentes so much that he 
co-wrote another track, the mid-tempo 
pop number, “Let Go,” on his new al- 
bum with her. 

The song was borne from Fuentes’s 
burgeoning interest in the Eastern 
philosophy of detachment — wherein 
a person attains a more enlightened 
perspective by letting go of their at- 
tachment to people, things, or ways of 
thinking — which Marx admits initial- 
ly rubbed him the wrong way. Fuentes, 
however, convinced Marx that it made 
sense. 

Marx had fancied Fuentes from afar 
for decades, first seeing her in cosmet- 
ics commercials and introducing the 
singer’s videos on MTV in the early 
90s. While Fuentes’ beauty and cool- 
ness first captured Marx’s attention, 
something even stronger and deeper 
kept him riveted when they finally 
Met, 

“This is going to sound so hippie 
and touchy-feely, but it was her ener- 


gy,’ Marx says. “When I met her — and 
it’s the only time it’s happened in my 
life — I had an immediate feeling that 
my life was now different. The initial 
‘Hello, so nice to meet you, was just 
sheer electricity throughout my body.” 

To make his new relationship work, 
Marx realized he’d have to let go of 
an old pattern that never served him. 
This is also the message of the “Let Go” 
track. 

“That the most important thing for 
me was letting go of expectations and 
just being in the moment and being 
very clear about how I feel because the 
[other person] is beyond my control 
anyway, Marx says. “If you can find 
that sweet spot where you both have 
no expectations or demands of each 
other’s affection, then you can be in 
such great energy all the time.” 

While Limitless also features collab- 
orations with the singer’s son, produc- 
er Lucas Marx (“All Along” and “An- 
other One Down”), Grammy-winning 
singer-songwriter Sara Bareilles (“Not 
In Love”), and Vertical Horizon’s Matt 
Scannell (“This One”), none of these 
sums up Marx’s marriage and how it 
makes him feel like the uplifting title 
track, which he wrote with American 
Idol and The Voice finalist Michael Jade. 

Learning from past relationships 
— Marx was married to actress-dancer 
Cynthia Rhodes for 25 years and Fuen- 
tes had been married to actor-model 
Timothy Adams for five years — the 
couple shares confidence that they will 
do better this time around. 

“The most normal thing is that [the 
passion] fades away, but it doesn’t 
have to,’ says Marx. “I’m living proof 
of that. So what I love about this new 
record is that there’s still plenty of that 
and an element of hopefulness and 
joy in a lot of the songs.

A champion of disco house’s revival in the 2010s, Mercer’s energetic 
and unabashedly upbeat take on disco-tinged EDM has won over the 
hearts of dancers all around the world, as the producer has evolved 
from playing festival-friendly big room house to producing deeper 
and groovier flavors of house.

One of the most powerful voices in rock since the turn of the 

new millennium, Frances Quinlan has made her inimitable voice 
known around the world as the leader of Hop Along, the cathartic 
folk rock project that the musician started in 2005 that has since 
become a universally-acclaimed indie rock powerhouse.

them. Closing the album with an abstract cover of Built to Spill’s 
classic “Carry the Zero,” Quinlan rearranges the song to allow her 
vocals to shine at the forefront, complete with subdued synths and 
mere hints of guitar.
